Dliphant's Lasd of @llead,

Itis soldom thnt n beok eommends ftecll
with almost cqunl forcs to the sympnthles of
Christian and of Jewisl readeors, and intersats
At onco the archimologiat, the philanthroplst,
and the politicino, Nothing less, howsver, ean
ba wndd of the work entitled the Lawd of Gilead
by Lavmesow Opiemast (W, Dlackwood &
Bona), Thin wolume presenta a definite and
prastiealile projoast for the rapatriation of the
Jawa and the eolonleation of Paleatins, Tt dis-
eupses in detall the economical conditions and
politieal bearings of the enterprlss, and, by
way of domanatrating ita fensibllity, sets forth
the obaorvations of the author In the foturse of
n journey undertaken last vear throagh the
distelct Iylug oast of the Jordan, Parts of the
rogglon vieltsd had not besn praviously explorad
by Enropoans, aad thus, although tho teavoller’s
aim wos ngronomleal rathor thian antiguarcing,
ho hing thrown n good (deal of light on obsonre
anestions eonnottsd with Ol Teatument lifs-
tory and goograpliy. Mr. Oliphinnt, howaver,
doca not agsnme ty hpyo onterg on hig tour in
Gllead with the techulenl acquiremoents and np-
plinnces of o profeasionnl arehieologlss, and
lils suugostlons made In that eapaelty aro, ns
weo hpvo gnld, merely luoldental to bis main ob-
Jeet, Hig Dusinoss wus to examing tho peeaont
condition of the countey and la Inhinbitants;
and hig researolics hinve vindiented the entiro
practicabibity, so far ns loen) conditions nre con-
eertind, of establishineg neolony of Jews In the
most fraltful sectionof the land of thelr fathors,

Lot wo man dsmlss the scliome for the repn-
trintlon of the Jows as visionary and sentl-
mental bofora he has sorutiniz«d the facts snd
areumonts aubmittad lo this volume, It will
not do to wvrejudge the soundness of tho
author's datn or the cogeney of his reasoning
moraly beonuse his coneluslonn reenil the hilgh-
fawn rhapsodies of ** Tanered," or the majestic
nsplrations aupouncod by spokesmen of the
Habrew race in " Danlel Dorondn Neither
ard the Intripsie morits or shorteomings of the
plan ons jot afMected by the exlstence of a wido-
eprond tradition or bellef, current not only
among the Jewse, but nmong large soetinne of
the Christian community, thnt the chosen
people are destined to recesupy Pulestine, If,
neverthioless, a sochieme of Hebrew colontzation
¢an be sliown to be feasible, If thore Is evidonco
fortheoming that |t would bes economically
proflinble and politically desirable, then s
prompt and effielont oxecution might ba not a
little furtherad by the preesuro of santimenti!
considerntions, It would seem, howaver, thut
Mr. Oliphinat has been in no degese impalled by
rellglous or sentimental motives, and that thoe
colonizing project with which lils namo Is now
Identifled (s advoeated Ly lilm exclusively oo
gronunids of publiv polley and ¢ommerelal nd-
vantage,

There are ceortnln questions which every
practical man s sure to put rogarding Mr.
Oliphant's projact, nnd whiel be s at palna to
answer, Do the Jews waut to réturn o Palos-
tine * I they did, would & peopla notoriously
averss to asricuttural pursult® be able to sup-
port thomuelves by tillnga ? Lioea nol the Holy
Land, deseribad as flowing with ik and
Loney, prove to be upon Inspection a fnnd of
recks and sand, unfit for other than the thin-
nest population? Supposs a fertilo (istriet
ocould be found, what guarantaea could the eolo-
nists olmain of security and order, what protoc-
tion against prodatory Inroad or efMaial extor-
tion? To theso pertinent quorles Mr, Oil-
phant makes, It reems (o us, & satislactory
raply, and no one will disp ute the eantion, alr-
ecnmspeotion and good falth with whieh hls
sintements are put forth, who romembers that
the journey recountad in this volume wna made
for no other purposs than to verify by persousl
survey the alleged fertiilty of Gilemd.

As 10 the question whethsr Jows dealre to re.
turn to Palestine, the spswer Is that many do
not, while, on the other hand, many do, Just
auoh a divergence of sentiment has sxisted over
#inoe the Dabylonian caotivity, for even then
some of the Jows preferred to romain in Meso-
potamin, aud it is aMrmed that thuir desosnd-
ants dwoll there unto this day, 8o, too, alter
the voluntary emigration of Israelites for com-
morainl ende, whish followsd the establishmont
of the Selueld and Pralsmid monarchies, the
nense of local attachment must have grown’
faint among the rich Hellenlzod Joews who con-
trolled the eommores of the Levant from An-
tiosh or Thessalonlea, or prosscuted their re.
searches into selonea and philosophy nt Alex.
audrin, Nelther §s it to be suppossd that Jews
In onr time would care to leave Purly, London,
or New York, whors they are prosporous nnd
InNuantisl, or even Dorlio, where the very oult-
ery ngninst thom attests the strength and dig-
nity af ths posltion they have won.  Hut
et us see how lurge n propertion of the
Hebrew race 1s represented by these more
fortunnta members. The tolal pumbsr of
Israviites 18 comuuted st betwesn six and
soven milllons; of thess sbout Bk k)
live in Garmany, 70,000 in Holland, 5000 In
Foglond, nlmest a8 maoty in Frande, 35,000 in
Italy, relativoly few in Dolgium, Switzarlond
Spain, and Portoeal, and from 100000 {p
1,000,000 In Amerlen. Thess are thie more hap-
pily sitantod Hebrows, nmone whom we might
expoct 10 flud some schoes ton remark attelh-
utod to n Jewlsh banker ig the Fronch capltnl:
"I the Messiah should come to rastors us to
Palestine, T would beg him to give me the post
of his Judnlo Mojesty's Ambossador at Parls,”
“ This,” snys the Jermh Cloronicle, the londing
orgnn of the Hobrew raco In Englnnd, Is the
* old story of tho Liraslites, returned from ex-
iloto their native land, longing for the hanging
wirdens, and the soft, sonsuons delights of
Babylos, When Jeshurun wasad fat hoe kioked,
and he wanted to vemaiu in his wall-stored
maneer,” DBut there aro mnny of the children
of Jesliurunu who have notwaged fal.  Such aro
the 2.621,000 Jows who restde in Hussia; the
1,875,000 In Auvstrein, of whom 578,000 are con-
tulned Io the Guallelan provineo alone; the
274,000 oredited to Moomanis, and the 1060
whoss hard struggle for exlstouce in Mopnesss
the wesiern European powers have lately
songht to alloviate, Thore ars sleo somo
200,000 Asiatin Jows, of whom 20,M0 aroe ns-
slgned to India and 25,000 to Palestine, Tt is
furthor estlmatod that In Buroponn Turkoy
there nre about 100.000, whosa lTot, lowever, Is
far bupplor than that of thoir corollgionists in
Rusein, Reamnola, and the Slay couutrles gun-
arnliy.

In view of theso statistics, It Is plain that
two-thirds of the Jewlsh race not only do
not ghare the comfort and content of thulr
brothren in western countyies, but are stlll
sarely tried by want and perseoution. Mr.
Oliphant does not expest thot many Te-
braw  coloniets  would be  firnlshed by
Eoglnnd  or Gormnpy or the Unlied
States, bLut ho (8 probably jusiifind (o ex-
pooting that Jewish ecapitnl would bo forth-
coming [rom those countries to further the em-
Igration to Pulestiug of thelr noody and ou-
prosseld brothren in enstern Kurops, provided
such an enterprise could boe shown to have the
promise of voonomienl sueeess, The authior
woulill pot propogs, 1o tho drst instancs, for eol.
onfration nn aren of land exeesdiog a million or
A milllon and s half ot acres, nod it wonlil b
hand," e says, "1 out of ut lonst 2000000 of
prosperons Western Terasiitos nttaohed to Pal-
esting by the traditlon of forimer possession
encugh enuld not bo found to subseribe a chpl-
tal of §5.000,000 tor the purchins: and seitlsmeont
of land, and U out of the millions of Hl-treated
and dipeontentd Hebrows in Blav countries n
solection of emigrants eoulil not be mada, pos-
sounlne sufficlent caplial of thelr own to mnka
them dusleable colonints,” As o matter of faot,
nosooner wis Mre Cliphaut's sthome mooted
than 100 Jewish families in Rowmanin same to-
gotlivr, radsod E4.000, and notlled thelr vores
lglonlsts In Eiglind that thoy woro ready to
bogin the work of colonizing P'niestine.

Now, as resards the allegind nversion of Tsrn-
alites to bacome ownors and cultivators of lnnd,
this nvarsien Jiss not everywliere exist, and
aven whero ite existonan ls nitested by obaervas
tion, the plionomenon is susceptible of obvious
explanntion, The bellef in the coming of the
Mossioh Lias ot all thwes operated to provent the
Jews from sinking their nocumulations lu per-
masont lnvestments and, moreover, until re-

osntly, tha laws oven of Westorn countelon have
mado the ncyuinition of real property by Isra-
olites difficult or Impractionble. 1t Is notewors
thy that to thiz day the Hebrewa of Bagdad ahd
Hillah, who nre believed to bo descended from
the Jews of the Captivity, rigorously abstain
from buying Innd, and, as a rule, from bullding
houwes, o that when the expocted summons (o
Jorusnlem (s heard they may not be delayad Ly
tho necesalty of turning Irremovable property
ltite ready money, Mr, Oliphant reminds us
that no objestion 1o a rucal lifo was observed so
long as Pulestine was mualnly oocupied by n
Hobrew popuintion, snd he eltes a number of
faots  Indleating  tho  facility with whieh
the race, wunder (avorable condltlons,
hins roverted 1o mgelenltural parsuits, It ls troe
that tho agricultural sehvol cstablished ot Jaffa
Ly the Unlversal Israsllte Alllanes Ling not
proved partioularely succossfil, but this, our au-
thor thinks, Is owing parily to tho unfortunnate
oholca of Jand eltondy fnvaded by the sand
dunes whieh bownd the shores of Palesting, and
partly to the ubdenco of protection ngalnst the
extortions of the local Gaveramant nod the hioe-
tility of the native ngrfoultiarlsta—abjostions not
appleabls toa dstrler we yot uotiiled, and to bo
settlod under conditions providing for s souii-
autonomons adminlsteation liks that oxlsting
Inthe Leébnnon, Tt s cortiin that many exesls
lent cultivators ars te bo found amoog the
Bephardim Jows in Palostins ltealf, At Lydda,
nonr Jaffa, Oity<ve Jawizh fawilllen have pe-
aently estubilisliod themselves on atract of up-
ward of 2000 aores of nnd, whish they have
tilled with great succoss. Not [ar from Acre,
Liout, Kitenouer eame upon avillnge, the whole
populntion of whieh wers Jowish ngriculturits,
who maintaluthatthelr ancestors linve votupled
the same soll from timo immemorinl. In Mo«
rocco and other parta of Alriea Jows are, ton
consldierable extont, smployad In fleld cultare,
while In Dussin agriculiural éoloning of Jews
hnve boon trind with eatisfactory rosults, Ae-
cordiog to Lo London Tnes, the Russing Goy-
oernmant, desiring to provido for the unem-
ployed Jewlsh population swarming in Polish
and Lithuanian towns, has recuntly resolsed to
found more farming eoloniss, thoss oroated
severnl yonra ago having of late shawn slgns of
prosperity. Somuch for the assumed invet-
eracy of Jowlsh diglike to agrleulturs, which,
by the way, fa sontradietod by the readiness of
the Rousmaplan familles above mantioned to
angaga st ones In the work of tilling the soil.
Mr. Oliphant polnts ont, hawever, that Hebrow
small eapitnllsts emigratiog to a colony in Pal-
onting would not necessarily have to rely upon
Yewish lubor, for ho shows in his deseription of
the tract which ho recommenda for aottlomeant
from whnt native sources n supply of cheap
and efMeafent native labor might bo drawn,
Tothe fundamental quary whether any part
of Palostine is really avallnble for agrieuitural
emigrants, n cotclusive answer is glven by the
explorations whoso reeults are recorded In this
volume, As regards that part of the Holy Land
Iving west of the Jordan, it {a true that tho
fortilo portions ara fow and seattored, and that
most of thess are alrondy otcupted by resident
eultlvators, Concerning the country beyond
Jordan, it used to bo too hastily assumed that
the whols of ft desorved the Seriptural de-
seription of “The Land of Gileadi a hard,
rocky region." Modern travollors, however,
had done something to eorract the intter im-
prossion and to propagato necurate notlons of
the distriot Iylog betwoen the Jordan aad the
deaert, and strotelilng from the Arnon on the

south to the Yarmuk on the north., It was
to  wverify their accounws, and epabls
himsell to speak  with absolute knowl-
edge touching the aericultural aptitudes

of this reglon, that Mr, Oliphaat left England
for Syria In February, 1879, and landing at
Beyrout, procesded In a southoasterly direc-
tion to Kaneitsrih, now the seat of & Cireas-
slan ocolony, and situated about fiftecn miles
northeast of the Bea of Tiberlas, From this
polnt our suthor undertook a tolerably ex-
tended survey of Jaulan (na the district lying
onst of tho lake just pamed Is callod), of Ajlun
(ns that port of Gllead lylng betweon the Ajlun
and Yarmuk rivers is designated), and floally
of Gllead proper as far s the Shaib River ; that
Is to say, noarly as far south as Heshbon ang
the point where the Jordan emptiea into the
Ited Hea, It s what hosnw within the region
enruostly recommended for settloment, and
poesibly destined, nt no distunt day, to recolve a
Jewlsh colony, to which we would luvite par-
tienlnr attuntion,

Tha tract whieh Mr, Oliphant wonld proposa
for settlement in the Arst instance is tho entire
district of the Belka extending from the Arnon
on the south to the Jabbok on the north—the
Jabbok Hiver, bo It understond. entering tho
Jordan nt apoint nbout midway betwesn the
Red Senand the Loke of Galilos, The territory
of the colany would steetebh oastward as far ns
the Hadi road from Damascns to Moeoca, or mt
nll avpnts to the lmitof the arable land, and 11
neceseary woulil Inelude such portions of the
rrovinee of Ajlun to thio north of the Jabbok ns
might ba doomed the wmoat desirable. The
wholetraet would compreliend at lenst n miilion,
or nt most A million and a haif, of nores, The
westorn boundary would, of course. be the
Jordan and the western bank of the Dend Sen.
The objeetion to includiog the whole of the
Ajlun Hos fo the fact thata large portion of it
Ie seiil vilinge property. hold nondor some kina
of docamentary title. whereas not an ners is a0
held in Bolke. The latter distriet, belng all
Urown proverty, ¢an be disposad of In block by
the Tarkish Government without infringing
upon any privive rlghts, excepting, possibly, at
the town of Balt, shieh, with tho oultivated lapd
fmmedintely sarrounding It, should be deah
with separstely.

The differenca betwoon sastorn and westorn
